killing the tick, which is a menace 
in the wool industry and is also 
harmful to cattle and practically all 
domestic animals in One of its sev- 
eral forma,’ said Chauvel. “We have 
visited numerous places in the East 
and the South looking for data on 
the best methods of killing the pests. 
From here we are going to San Diego 
to visit Dr. McKellar, head of the 
Department of Animal Industry in 
the Southwest. 
All the . data we shall col- 
lect will form the basis of an ex- 
tensive treatise on ticks. New South 
Wales will endeavor to carry on a 
campaign similar to. that in the 
United States against flies.

The electoral muddle is being 
cleared under the influence of popular 
opinion, according to Senator Curtis, 
seven of the eight Roosevelt men on 
the electoral ticket having placed 
their resignations in the hands of 
William Allen White. Senator Cur- 
tis told the President there was 
a definite understanding that the 
Roosevelt electors will get off the 
ticket to make way for the reg- 
ular Republican electors. This is 
largely due to the Republican League 
of Kansas, the membership of which 
has been loyal to the party, and the 
members of which have pledged 
themselves to vote against any candi- 
date not willing to proclaim himself 
a Republican and to support the Re- 
publican ticket. President Taft was told 
that in Ohio the Republicans that are 
indifferent or hostile to the Repub- 
lican party are coming pack into the 
fold. This is said to be particularly

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 23.— Five 
conventions to nominate Presidential 
electors from California will be held 
here tomorrow afternoon. The two 
wings of the Republican party will 
each nominate thirteen electors, the 
ones pledged to Taft, the others to 
Roosevelt; and the Socialists, the 
Democrats and the Prohibitionists 
will likewise choose electors and or- 
ganize their respective State central 
committees.

The Taft Republicans have a dif- 
ferent programme. Their plan is to 
introduce a resolution committing the 
convention to an indorsement of Taft 
and if that should fail—as they are 
assured it will—to withdraw, or- 
ganize their own convention, nominate 
electors pledged to Taft, and fight in 
the Federal courts the right of any 
Roosevelt electors to a place on the 
ballot under the heading “Republi- 
can.”

WILL VOTE ON 
BONDS TODAY. 


Long Beach to Decide Its 
Wharf Question. 


Exciting Activity Evists in 
Business Real Estate. 


Methodists Making Plans to 
Entertain Conference. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 22.—Whether 
$100,000 worth of bonds shall be is- 
sued to provide for two additional 
wharves at the local municipal docks 
is to be decided by the voters of this 
city Tuesday of this week. Long 
Beach enthusiastically voted $245,000 
worth of bonds a few years ago for 
the purchase of water frontage and 
the construction of a wharf. Certain 
considerations make it uncertain at 
this time, however, whether the $100,- 
000 issue will receive the necessary 
two-thirds vote. 

There are many residents who be- 
Meve that the expenditure of another 
$100,000 for additions to the docks 
would scarcely be worth while. Others 
have declared that sewer improve- 

snts and other things are equally 
essential and that they will not vote 
for any bond issue which does not 
provide for such other improvements. 
Another and larger bond issue has 


‘been discussed hefe for some months, 


which as proposed, would provide, 
not merely for additions to the wharf, 
but the acquisition by the city of a 
considerable area of the harbor front- 
agé, and also for sewer improvements, 
the expenditure of $50,000 in some 
public improvement in Belmont 
Heights in accordance with an ante- 
annexation promise, the bullding of 
a big, horseshoe plier from Pine 
avenue, and the erection of a modern 
city hall. 

Tentative details for this greater 
bond iasue are belng worked out by a 
commission of twenty-five citizens 
chosen by the City Council in response 
-to the suggestion of the Chamber of 
Commerce and the realty board. 

Among the opponents of the $199,- 
000 bond issue are many who express 
the opinion that if the $100,000 issue 
is carried the City Council will not 
place the greater bond iasue before 
the viters. The amount of the propos- 


ed greater bond issue would be be- a 


tween $1,150,000 and $2,300,000. 

For Tuesday's election the city is 
divided into fourteen precincts, the 
voting places being as follows: Pre- 
cinct No. 1, No. 411 Loma avenue; 
precinct No, 2, Carroll Park school; 
3. No. 326 #£=Cerritos 
avenue; precinct No. 4, Atlantic- 
avenue school; precinct No. 6, No. 
56 East Anaheim street; precinct No. 
6, No. 152 American avenuc; precinct 
No. 7, American-avenue school; pre- 
cinct No. 8 No. 184 Pacific avenue; 
precinct No 9%, Pine-avenuse school; 
precinct No. 10, Ebell Clubhouse; pre- 
cinct No. 11, Datsy-avenus = school; 
precinct No. 12, rear of No. 1015 
Pacific avenue; precinct No 13, Bur- 
nett school; precinct No. 14, corner of 
State street and American avenue. The 
polls will be open from 6 in the 
morning until 6 at night. 

Next on the election schedule after 
the wharf bond election will come on 
October 29, a special election on a 
new liquor ordinance, called in re- 
sponse to the initiative petition 
drafted and circulated by the Fed- 
erated Men's Brotherhoods of the 
Long Beach churches. The brother- 
hoods promise for this six weeks’ in- 
terim a vigorous fight in behalf of 
the measure, which provides for 
more stringent laws and is similar 
to “Old 100,” a prohibition ordinance 
which formerly graced the statute 
books of the city and was famous for 
its thoroughness. The proposed ordi- 
nance strictly prohibits the sale of 
liquor by any hotel, and grants the 
right of search. . 

ACTIVE MARKET. 

The past two weeks have witnessed 
an almost exciting activity in Long 
Beach real estate, close-in business 
property having been leased and pur- 
chased at good figures, and numer- 
ous pieces of residential property also 
having changed hands.

This is being 
tried as an experiment by Superin- 
tendent C. <A. Langworthy, who 
strongly advocates the idea of hav- 
ing the boys of these grades taught 
by a man and the girls taught by «a 
woman.

Another change is the removal of 
the seventh and eighth grades from 
the North school to the Central buijld- 
ing for the greater convenience of 
the students in domestic science and 
manual training which will be taught 
at the Central school. 

As the new Central grammar school 
building will not be -completed be- 
fore the first of November the 
kindergarten cannot be opened ow- 
ing to lack of room for the present.

SURPRISING 
ENROLLMENT. 


Riverside Schools Have ‘At- 
tained Metropolitan Size. 


Supreme Court Delivers Two 
Peculiar Decisions. 


Opposition to Closing Pool 
Halls on Sunday. 


RIVERSIDE, Sept. 23.—The city 
schools opened this morning with a 
surprising enrollment in the Boys 
Polytechnic High School. The enroll- 
ment in this school was 301, as com- 
pared with 239 the first day of last 
year. This is a gain of 62, ora frac- 
tion more than 25 per cent. The new 
buildings were thrown open for use 
for the first time this morning. There 
were 287 registered in the Girls’ High 
School, making a total enrollment of 
688 for High School students. 

The enrollment in all schools was 
2538, the elementary grades number- 
ing 1902 and the kindergarten schools 
48. These figures will be materially 
increased, as the lower grades are 
plainly suffering from the fear that 
still exists in the community with 
reference to the infantile paralysis 
epidemic which disturbed many 
Southern California communities the 
past summer. 

HAS PECULIARITIES. 

The Supreme Court has sustained 
Judge Densmore of the Riverside 8u- 
perior Court in a decision rendered in 
avery peculiar contest. In a suit 
brought by the Lilly-Brackett Com- 
pany against Sonneman, judgment 
was secured in the collection of a 
note. Judge Densmore allowed -the 
defendant's motion to have the de- 
fault set aside in order to give oppor- 
tunity for answer on the merits of the 
ease. The defendant answered by 
setting up the statute of limitations. 
This did not appeal to the judge as 
a méritorious defense, and it was 
stricken out. 

An appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court and the lower court was 
reversed, the court reversing all prior 
decisions. It was held that the 
statute of limitations was a meritori- 
ous defense, but ag the notes were 
barred by the statute, no further pro- 
ceedings were had in the suit. How- 
ever, plaintiff brought suit against 
defendant on a judgment obtained in 
Massachusetts based on the same 
notes, and secured a judgment on 
them in the Riverside court. Again 
defendant appealed to the Supreme 
Court, and the lower court was af- 
firmed. The judgment was not out- 
lawed by the statute of limitations, 
but the notes were.

President Sproule arrived shortly 
before noon in a special car over the 
Pacific Electric and in addition to 
Vice-President Calvin, was accom- 
panied by Paul Shoup, president of 
the Pacific Electric Company, the of- 
ficiala made a thorough tour of in- 
spection over the local yards, and vis- 
ited the giant drawbridge recently 
completed over the channel to the 
west basin between San Pedro and 
Wilmington, as well as the ship slips 
at Timms’ Point at the foot of San 
Pedro street. 

It is expected that within a year the 
capacity of the local yards will have 
been doubled in order to handle 
the contipunlly-incressing freignt 
business com'ng through the port by 
sea.

RAILROAD EJECTED. ® 

Strip of Land Given Back to Own- 

ers When Supreme Coert Confirms 

Finding of Abandonment. 

A strip of 1320 feet of land thirty 
feet wide on Western avenue near 
First street, valued at $60,000, was in- 
volved in an tmportant decision 
against the Los Angeles Pacific com- 
pany rendered by the Supreme Court 
yesterday. 

The plaintiff in the action, which 
Was appealed from the decision of 
Superior Court Judge James, is the 
Home Rea! Estate Company, and the 
Tithe Insurance and Trust Company 
is joint defendant with the railway 
company. 

The action was brought to recover 
possession of the strip of land by pro- 
cess of ejectment. The plaintiff was 
the beneficial owner of a fee in the 
property, and the Los Angeles Pacific 
company claimed possession of the 
strip as a right of way for rallroad 
purposes 

On March 9, 1887, a number of per- 
gons entered into an agreement with 
James McLaughlin, the predecessor 
of the railway campany, the owner 
of a steam dummy railroad, to have 


the line extended beyond the city lim-, 


its to the territory in which their 
lands were located. 

McLaughlin constructed the exten- 
sion in January, 1888, and operated 
it about five years. Then he aban- 
doned K and in 1905 the Los Angeles 
Pacific company, claiming to have suc- 
eseded to his rights, constructed a 
roadbed over the property, laid ties 
and rails, erected poles and proposed 
to operate electric cars over the line. 

The plaintiff claimed that McLaugh- 
lin had abandoned the line by not 
operating cars over it for six months, 
as required by law, but the Los Angeles 
Pacific company denied the abandon- 
ment. The decision of the Supreme 
Court restores the thirty-foot strip 
to the original owners who gave the 
right of way to McLaughlin, for the

THEY TACKLE 
BIG STRETCH. 


Holtville Men on Ocean-to- 
Ocean Road. 


They'll Put Up Cash and 
Put in Work. 


To Open It to Yuma for the 
Auto Race. 


Twenty-five of the good roads en- 
thusiasts from the Imperial Valley, 
led by Philip Brooks of Holtville, 
were t Los Angeles yesterday 
primed for action on the ocean- 


‘to-ocean highway. With an offer 


of $5000 to the national high- 
way fund, and a promise to put the 
road from Holtville to Yuma in shape 
for the Los Angeles-Phoenix road 
race, they called on John 8. Mitchell, 
president of the Ocean-to-Ocean 
Highway Association with a definite 
plan. 

This plan embraces the opening of 
the road from Holtville through the 
sands to Ogilby, on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad. Their idea is that the 
highway should be built through 
Holtville to Brawley and thence 
across the sand dunes to the rail- 
road tracks, avoiding the Mammoth 
Wash. They propose to put twenty- 
five teams at work this morning on 
the road, and agree that it will be 
in shape for the desert race in three 
weeks. 

President Mitchell listened to the 
plan and was more than willing to 
help in the big undertaking. He told 
them he could see no reason why 
the road should not be built by way 


‘of Holtville if a good route out of 


the valley could be found. Brooks 
and his cohort of enthusiasts e¢x- 
pressed themselves pleased with the 
reception tn this city, and agreed to 
work with the Los Angeles auxiliary 
of the Ocean-to-Ocean Highway As- 
sociation on the project of a road 
from here to Yuma via the San Gor- 
gonio Pass. 

“There is no reason why we should 
not work with these good good-roads 
men,” said President Mitchell. “Let 
us have just as many roads as pos- 
sible. We are more than glad te 
co-operate In this proposition to put 
a highway through from Holtville to 
Ogilby and my only stipulation is 
that the road be put into shape fer 
practice stunts before the Los An- 
geles-Phoentx race.

IDEALS ON EARTH. 


Climatic and Business Conditions 
Here Make Combination Which 
Is Unsurpassed—Erin Only Place 
on Earth Adapted to Production 
of Linen—Women’s Fads Fickle. 


“Good climate, a prolific soll and 
enterprising people go to make 
combination that has created for 
California a name that is known in 
all parts of the civilized world, par- 
ticularly its southwestdrn portion,” 
asserted James T. Ward, senior mem- 
ber of the firm of William Coulson & 
Sons, linen manufacturers of Lisbura, 
County Antrim, near Belfast, Ireland, 
who is at the estminster. 

Ward has been here before, study- 
ing the climate business condi- 
tions, and says they are not to be 
excelled in any portion of the globe. 
Despite this fact, he laughingly says 
there is mo possibility of surpassing 
Ireland in the manufacture of linen. 

“No other small portion of the 
earth's surface has been found that 
has all the advantages of a few 
square miles of Ireland for the mak- 
ing of fine linens,”’ he said. “The flax 
grown there is stronger than that 
grown in Holland or Belgium. These 
countries are near at hand and help 
to supply much of the needed raw 
material which is yearly used by the 
Irish manufacturers. 

“To get good flax and, above all 
things, to find the right kind of a 
bleaching Climate, it is necessary to 
go to Ireland, where there is rain 
nearly every day in some parts, and 
this, with a few simple chemicals 
forms the bleaching compound used 
in bringing the linen to its white 
color. Repeated experiments in the 
United States both by the govern- 
ment experimental stations and by 
private individuals have failed to 


to this time. 

“Women's fads and modes are 
more fickle than Apri! showers, and 
only by much calculation is it pos- 
sible for the linen manufacturers to 
accurately estimate their output for 
a season, owing to this fact. One 
year we have such a run that our 
machines keep going day and night, 
while at another time there is not 
enough for half the plants to oper- 
ate even half the time because the 
styles taboo linens. Consequently it 
is difficult to exactly approximate 
the annual yield of manufactured 
linen in our country.” 

Ward left last night for a trip 
through the Imperial Valley, where 
ramie fiber is receiving considerable 
attention because many persons in 
that section have said that it will 
soon supplant: flax. He will visit the 
cotton flelds also, and will then re- 
turn here and shortly afterward 
leave for the East and home.

ADVISORY BOARD DISCUSSES 
CITY'S PLEDGES. 


Mayor Declares that Uniess Ficct- 
ors Vote More Financial Aid for 
Development Certain Plans Con- 
sidered Invaluable Will Have to 
Be Curtailed. 


Unfulfilled preconsolidation pledges 
bobbed up at the meeting of the Har- 
bor Advisory Board yesterday to dis- 
turb officials at the City Hall. When 
Los Angeles went awooing San Pedro 
consolidation pledges were made that 
$3,000,000 would be expended in har- 
bor development at once, or as soon 
after consolidation as it could be 
brought about, and $2,000,000 in like 
work within two years. 

Three years have elapsed and the 
pledges have not been kept. Of 
course, there are extenuating circum- 
stances, but the fact remains that the 
harbor development work is in a state 


completion in time for the beginning 
of commerce through the Panama 
Canal unless extra funds are pro- 
vided. 5 

In fact, the Mayor stated at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Harbor Ad- 
visory Board that he would be in 
favor of lopping off the plans for vari- 
ous improvements already adopted 


issuance of more bonds—at least 
enough to enable the city to fulfill 
its preconsolidation pledges. 

The City Engineer made a genera! 
report on the expenditures necessary 
for the compietion of municipal wharf 
No. 1 and the developments accessory. 
This report states that approximately

NEXT MONTH. 7 


First Involves Water Rights to 
Ten Thousand Acres—Another, 
Against Oil Magnate, Will Require 
Four Weeks — Plumbers’ Trust 
Trial in Mid-Month. 


The suit of the Irrigation Company 
of Pomona against the San Antonio 
Water Company, involving water 
rights, is set for trial in Judee Con- 
rey'’s court, October i. It is sehed- 
uled for é¢ight weeks and promises 
to be a royal fight. The area in- 
volved covers 10,000 acres, and the 
point at stake is whether the Irriga- 
tlon Company is estopped from tak- 
ing the water because it did not ob- 
ject and whether the San Antonio 
Water Company .has a proprietory 
right, as it alleges. Stephens & 
Stephens and Walter Haas represent 
the Irrigation Company. Former 
Judge McKinley and Attorney Surr 
of San Bernardino are counsel for 
the Ban Antonio people. 

Another big suit scheduled before 
Judge Finlayson October 1 is the ac- 
tion brought by B. F. Cheney against 
C. A. Canfield and set for four weeks. 
Cheney, who is a Boston man, heavily 
interested in the Santa Fe, is a stock- 
holder of the Mexican Petroleum 
Company and is seeking to recover 
atock sold for non-payment of as- 
sessment. 

The suit was originaily tried be- 
fore Judge Hutton who found for 
Canfield. It was carried on appeal 
to the Supreme Court and sent back 
for new trial. ()Melveny, Millikin

PLITTING HATS. 

Of course the world is not really a 
globe, though every one speaks of it as 
such. No more is an apple literally round, 
though it is near enough sc to fit the shape 
of the mouth. In a normal man the heart 
should be in the center of the body, but 
for generations it has been crowded over 
to the left side by the abnormal liver. Yet 
we should deem that man u splitter of hairs 
who caviled at the use of the word “globe” 
to describe this earth, or took umbrage at 
us for calling an apple round, or the heart 
the center of the human system. 

When a cause or a political party or a 
logical policy have left no loophole open 
for direct attack its opponents suddenly 
find that the supporters of that party or 
policy have been wickedly guilty of calling 
the world a globe or an apple round. They 
suddenly discover how very dreadful it is 
that the heart is no longer in the exact 
middie of the body, and demand that the 
liver be kept within better bounds. They 
deciare that, if they had the regulating of 
the human anatomy, the heart should be 
forcibly dragged back to a central position 
and the liver violently reduced. Which of 
course would kill the patient. 

Such are the present efforts of a dis 
gruntied, heterogeneous minority to dis 
credit the ‘wonderful success and general 
prosperity throughout the whole country 
that has followed an unbroken course of 
many years under a definite Republican 
policy. The werst pessimist cannot deny 
that Uncle Sam's system is in a vigorous 
condition, that health prevails in every part 
of the body politic. So the detractors 
blame the good Republican tonic and de 
clare it ineffective because the heart is not 
yet quite in the center of the body and 
because people call the world a globe when 
it is really flattened at the poles like an 
orange. Yet this old world is not nearly 
so flattened at the “poles” as the Bull 
Mooses and Democrats will be next No 
vember. 

In their desperation the foes of continued 
prosperity use every contradictory argu- 
ment they can imagine to attack the Grand 
Olg Party. They blame protection because 
it has protected too well and because it 
hasn't protected at all. They cry that it 
has made America richer by making her 
citizens poorer. As though the whole could 
be increased by reducing its parts. They 
accuse President Taft of attempting too 
much and not attempting enough. He 
fought the trust evil with the first weapon 
that came to his hand—and he was toa 
slow; he should have fashioned a new 
| weapon of attack which would have en- 
tailed a further delay and given the trusts 
more time to strengthen thelr defenses. 
They object to his attempts to bring about 
universal peace by arbitration and, after 
doing their best to thwart his efforts, sneer 
because he refuses to arbitrate a purely 
domestic matter like the regulating of oir 
own waterways. 

So the cackling chorus proceeds. Taft Is 
at once too belligerent and too peaceful 
Too peaceful because an American army 
has not already occupied the City of Mex- 
ico; too belligerent because Madero has 
been served with an ultimatum to protect 
American lives. The Bull Mooses uee trust 
money to fight the Republicans on the al- 
leged score that they have not been fight- 
ing the trusts. The Democrats hunt for 
subscriptions among the farmers and la- 
borers to attack the Republican party be- 
cause they have been protecting these same 
farmers and laborers. 

So they rail against the good tonic ad- 
ministered by the G.O.P. And none of them 
have any specific to offer in its stead, more 
liable to reduce the liver or relieve the 
heart. At present the world is sufficiently 
gloDular and an apple is as nearly round 
as need be, without calling on violent meas- 
ures to rectify these trifling mathematical 
inaccuracies. The only reason—when all 
the complaints are boiled down-—-why the 
Republican party should be ousted from 
power is because it has been too success- 
ful, has made the country too important 
and too rich. So puerile are the petty at- 
tacks of its paradoxical opponents. 


HE PASSING OF PERSIA. 
“In that delightful Province of the 
Sun, 3 
The first of Persian lands he shines upon, 


Where, all the loveliest children of his 
beam, 

Flowerlets and fruits blush over every 
stream’ — 


There is where Sergius Sazanoff, the Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister, who represents the 
larcenous qualities of the Czar, and Sir 
Edward Grey of the highway-robbery de- 
partment of the British Foreign Office have 
located the scene of their proposed joint 
seizure and division of defenseless Persia. 

Five years ago Britain and Russia signed 
a “convention for the maintenance of Per- 
sia’s independence and integrity. Each 
power reserved to itself a “sphere of in- 
fluence” in Persia. A “sphere of influence” 
sounds well. It means, to begin with, that 
in the “sphere” allotted to England only 
British traders should be permitted to vend 
their wares, and in the sphere taken by 
Rusela only Muscovite goods should be fa- 
vored. A taste for vodka would be culti- 
vated on one side of the line, and a fond- 
ness for bitter beer encouraged on the other 
side. 

It has taken but five years for each 
“sphere of influence” to develop into a 
sphere of seizure. Each bandit nation now | 
agrees to draw a line across the middle pf 
Persia. One side of the line will hence- 
forth be a part of “holy” Russia, and the 
other side will belong to unholy Great 
Britain. 

The difference morally between this na- 
tional “convention” to divide Persia, and 
a “convention” of Arizona horse and cattle 
thieves, by which one band should agree to 
take all the live stock in Cochise county 
and the other all the mares and steers in 
Pima county, fs not apparent to an Amer- 
ican who is unfamiliar with the organized 
larcehy bund known in European diplomacy 
as “the balance of power.” 

Poor, old, helpless Persia. She is a land 
of poetry and song—the home of 
“Creatures so bright, that the same lips 

and eyes 
They wear on earth will serve in paradise.” 

When the inhabitants of England were— 
as stated by Macaulay—little superior to 
the natives of the Sandwich Islands, when 
the rulers of Wessex and Mercia were per- 
forming savage rites in the temples of

When Russia was a land where, accord-. 
Ing to Macaulay, “a wretched peasantry 
could, with difficulty, defend their herds 
against troops of famished wolves, where In 
the palaces there were to be found the filth! 
and misery of an Irish cabin, where the 
arithmetic was that of the dark ages, and 
even in the imperial treasury the compu- 
tations were made by the help of balis 
strung on wires, and the Russian nobles 
attended court balls, dropping pearls and 
vermin"—then the scholars of Persia 
“preached about the death of Socrates and | 
embellished their discourse with allusions 
to the mythological stories of. Ovid.” The 
public edifices of Persia were triumphs of | 
architecture, rich with carving and adorned 
with statuary, and in the factories of Tehe- 
ran fabrics of silk and of wool were mant- 
factured at a time when Russia was only 
a barbarism masquerading as a government. 

Few nations began at an earlier period 
than did Persia to appear on the great: 
stage of the world, and few .have continued ' 
so long to perform a prominent part upon | 
it. When Persia was in its greatest glory | 
its territory comprehended four seas—the 
Caspian Sea, the Black Sea, the Red Sea, 
and the Persian Gulf; and six great rivers— 
the Euphrates, Tigris, Araxes, Phasis, Oxus 
and Indus. In 1736 Nadir Shah raised Per- | 
sia to power and influence which she has | 
since fairly maintained. Persia has had | 
two wars with Russia, one in 1813, which 
ended with the loss of extensive territories | 
along the Caspian, and the other in 1828, ' 
with the loss of all the country north of | 
the Araxes. 

Persia has never been ambitious of con- | 
quest and has never maintained a navy, 
although she has an extensive frontage on 
the Persian Gulf and so through the Ara! 
bian Sea to the Indian Ocean. 

The proposed line of division of Persia | 
will run north and south, thus giving Rus- | 
sia warm-water harbors and unchecked ac- | 
cess to the southern hemisphere. Eng-| 
land will have a similar advantage and will 
be better able than now to guard the north- 
eastern frontier of India. 

Persia has four times the area and three 
times the population of California and only 
about the same amount of public indebted- 
ness. The climate is similar to that of 
Southern California. The country lies be 
tween the 25th and 38th degrees of north 
latitude. 

England, Germany, France and Italy have 
been busy for many years picking up is- 
lands and establishing suzerainties in Af- 
rica. The Monroe doctrine sufficed to keep 
their itching fingers from the throats of 
South and Central American republics, and 
there was little of Asia left for Great Brit- 
ain to benevolently assimilate. 

Since the partition of Poland there has 
been no more outrageous instance of na 
tional treebootery than the partition of Per 
sia between England and Russia. 


CANDID SENATOR. 

Senator Bacon, one of the Democratic 
lights, a day or two before adjournment 
gave voice to the attitude of his party with 
respect to Mexico. He deplored the condi- 
tions there. He said that the time must 
come when American citizens who are suf- 
fering on account of those conditions must 
be compensated and made whole; that for 
Levery injury the government of Mex- 
ico, or rather the people of Mexico, either 


seems to be in control of the armed forceé 
of the United States, orders them around 
and invades a friendly country, will. con- 
tinue that course. If the State Department 
is to be consistent and apply the same rules 
to Mexico that it has applied to Nicaragua, 
of course we shall have war.” 

The Senator was not averse to a war 
with Mexico, but he objected to a war being 
inaugurated or conducted under a Repud- 
lican administration. A war begun before 
election would be a war of 
“Those who draw the offensive blade 
For added power and gain, sordid and 

despicable.” 

But a war conducted by a Democratic 
administration would be made by 
“Those whose swords an iron barrier are 
Between the lawless spoiler and the weak.” 

Our steamed Progressive contemporaries 
here are opposed to armed intervention in 
Mexico for the protection of the lives and 
property of American citizens for the same 
reason that animates the breast of the 
patriotic Bacon—that it might make votes 
for Taft. But while Bacon is candid enough 
to avow his motive, they aver that it ts 
because Intervention is demanded by pred- 
atory wealth.

The brave smile never falls to win you 
friends and admirers and to gain you credit 
for a sweet and amiable disposition.

No Outside Aid, Say the 
Rebel Witnesses. 


Senators Are Puzzled by the 
New Angle. —

nishing the sinews of war for the 
present Mexican revolution.

ances. The witnesses who appeared 
before them were men of standing. 
The statements concerning the sources, 
of financial support which has en- 
abled the Mexican rebels to carry on 
warfare in virtually every State of 
the republic were such as to com- 
mand respect... In the face of this 
positive testimony, however, the com- 
mittee records of investigation along 
this same line in Texas and other 
parts of the country show that men 
equally worthy of belief, both Mex- 
icans and persons owing allegiance to 
the United States, have sworn positive- 
ly to an alleged state of facts con- 
tradicting in almost every detail the 
statementa made to the committee 
yesterday. 
ALL INSIDE HELP? 

The gist of the evidence gleaned 
in the examinations yesterday was 
that the revolutionists had depended! 
entirely on patriotic assistance from 
their sympathizers in Mexico, and 
upon such State funds as they were 
able to appropriate to thelr own use 
in carrying on their struggle, and 
that the rebel cause had asked and 
received no assistance from outside 
sources. 

Senor Manvel L. Lujan. personal | 
representative of the rebel leader, 
Gen. Orozco, who appeared before the 
proper authorities at Washington 
with accredited tetters an. papers, 
but was not received by the United 
States government, was the first wit- 
ness talked to. He discredited the 
reports that outside aid was furnished 
the Mexican rebels. Ex-Governor 
Gutierrez of Chihuahua, tegether 
with the former revolutionary Secre- 
tary of State, Ponce de Leon, and 
three members of the revolutionary 
Cengress, went into details with the 
committee, and attempted to show 
the actual source of supply of the 
rebel forces. 

According to their statements, the 
merchants and business men of Chi- 
huahua subscribed and paid for $1,- 
250,060 in bonds issued by the revolu- 
tienary governmént. In addition to 
this, they claimed that there was ap- 
propriated from the State treasury 
$200,000. Money received from the 
railroads as taxes and duties on im- 
ports collected at Juarez, they claimed 
brought them an income of $200,000 | 
a month fof five months. This. 
brought the total up to about $1,509,- 
000 in United States money. With this 
sum and the assistance of their coun- 
trymen in other than financial ways, 
the witnesses claimed, the warfare has 
been maintained without one cent of 
money from outsiders. 

“The rumors of American capital 
heing used in furthering the revolu- 
tion is Mexico are entirely unfounded,” 
Senor Lujan sald. “These stories are 
spread by unreliable persons, who 
wish to Injure the cause of the revolu- 
tlenaries.”

The books reveal some interesting 
facts. Here are some of them: 

Voucher checks are used for the 
payment of all money that g0¢s 
from the bank downstairs, which is 
the association's treasurer. Grocery 
orders. salaries, postage bills, office 
rent, janitor sérvice, ali are made out 
on voucher checks, and the duplil- 
cates are given to the certified ac- 
countant, who. comes every week 
from the office of ene of the best- 
known auditing companies in Los An- 
geles, to go over the books. 

All receipts are recorded with the 
same exact care—donations, returned 
loans, refunded transportation, sales 
from the association woodyard and 
subscriptions, for which a personal 
receipt is either given of sent to each 
subscriber. 

The books show that for the year 
1911, the total cost of administration, 
including salaries of the full office 
force—secretary, assistant secretary, 
stenographer, and case investigator— 
was only 22 per cent. of the entire ex- 
penditure. 

This figure is so remarkably low 
that tt challenges immediate atten- 
tion. People who Uke to appear well- 
informed, but who are in fact glar- 
ingly ignorant of their subject, delight 
in decrying organized charity on the 
grounds that it costs about 8@ per 
cent. for administration, and leaves 
only 206 per cent. for charity. This 
could never be true in a proeperly- 
managed organization. while in our 
lecal association, you see, the figures 
are just reversed. And for the first 
six months this present year, the per- 
centage of administrative cost is even 
lower. 

It is a mistake, however, to look upon 
this reduction ae wholly advantageous. 
It ough to cost a good deal more to 
handle the great boulk of work in the 
offices on North Main street, where 
one new cas® every half hour in win- 
ter, and one every hour in summer for 
the hours of the working day, in ad- 
dition to the many recurrent cases, 
drain the vital force of the few work- 
ers who are holding the fort. 

It is the work that suffers, as well 
as the workers, where such rigid and 
cutting economy has to be practiced. 
With only twe regular investigators 
in the field—the assistant secretary 
being one of these two-——-the office to 
be properly attended, the all-impor- 
tant case work (the full writing and 
filing of details of all tMmvestigations) 
to be kept up anywhere near to date, 
the letters to be wtitten, and the in- 
numerable telephone calla, ali taken 
into account, any thoughtful person 
can partially realize what the pres- 
sure must be. 

The books reveal the further fact 
that our assistant secretdry serves for 
a sum just half what the assistant 
secretary of the Denver Associated 
Charities receives, while the secre- 
taries of other eastern organizations 
are pald twice what our secretary re- 
ceives, plus what would be a good 
salary for an office assistant.

“About fifty foreign athletes com- 
peted, it being more of a_ national 
competition than an international. 

“The Olympic Games should never 


be held in connection with a world's 
fair. There is too much to see. If the | 
games are held In the United Statea, 


every country has to cross the water, | the rising track stars. 


with few exceptions, and are conse- 
quentiy under heavy expense. As in 
the games at St. Louls, few countries 
competed on account of this. When 
the games are held in Europe, only 
the United States, Canada and Aus- 
tralia make the farthest trip.” 
GREAT INTEREST TAKEN. 

I think this condition has changed. 
After witnessing the games in Stock- 
holm last July I belleve every nation 
who takes part in the next Olympiad 
and the ones after, will try harder 
than ever to win. They will spare no 
expense no matter how far away they 
have to travel. 

The games are now more adver- 
tised, everybody is taking interest In 
them. More athletes are developed 
every year on account of this. If the 
games were held now in St. Louis in- 
stead of 1904 they would be a great 
success. The foreigners at present 
are just as much, if not more, excited 
over. athletics than we are. They 
would all be over here. 

I believe we could get the games for 
Los Angeles in 1920 and feel quite 
sure every foreign nation would com- 
pete. If South Africa, Canada, Japan, 
Chile and Australia sent teams to 
Sweden, don’t you think they would 
come to Los Angeles, California? 

It cost the Australian team $60.,- 
000 to make the trip. Now everybody 
boost for Los Angeles for 1920 for the 
Olympic Games and we will sure get 
them, 

In San Francisco tn 1915 at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition the Ath- 
letic Committee is planning to hold 
all the national championships there. 
No doubt other countries will com- 
pete, which will add more Interest. 

PACIFIC COAST ATHLETES. 

The Pacific Coast should bd well 
represented and particularly Southern 
California. 

If we develop champions for San 
Francisco in 1915 we will be repre- 
sented in larger numbers at the 
Olympic Games in 1916. 

The Pacific Coast sent only thirteen 
men to Sweden, out of 110. What 
We need are more track and field 
meets and boxing and wrestling 
tournaments between our athletic 
clubs and colleges to develop cham- 
pions.
